The San Francisco Bulletin en- 
deavors to show that Southern Cali- 
fornia has no cause to be dissatified 
with its treatment by the northern 
portion of the State. We know that 


this is othérwise

acrimonious discussion. If our north- 
ero brethren will agree to treat us 
fairly in the future we shall be very 
pleased to forget and forgive, This 
we shall the more readily do because 
we believe that mostof the treatment 
complained of is based upon ignorance 
of this section. A majority of the old 
residents of San Francisco know less 
about Southern California than our 
people do of Alaska. Many otherwise 
well-informed citizens of Northern 
[California are firmly convinced 
that Southern California is chiefly 
composed of sandy desert, with 
here and there an irrigated oasis; that 
we raise nothing but oranges and cac- 
tus; that Los Angeles is a ’dobie town, 
supported by eastern health and curios- 
ity hunters, and that Spanish is still 
the most geuerally-spoken language 
here. 

Candor compels us to say, also, that 
there are not a few citizens of the 
sunny South who do not know the Bay 
City and the northern provinces very 
well. 

Several weeks ago W. H. Mills, who 
is an active member of the State Board 
of Trade, deplored the ignorance of 
Californians about California, and sug- 
gested, as a partial remedy, that ex- 
cursions be made from one section to 
another. The idea is a good one, and 
should be carried out. We suggest 
| that the first excursion to Los Angeles 
include the editors of all the leading 
northern papers, who are invited to 
leave their big bowies and long guns 
at home, and feel safe in the South 
with no other weapons than their 
double-back-action Fabers.

GOLDEN FRUIT AND GOLDEN 
FIGURES. 


Southern California papers teem just 
now with examples of the large profits 
made by orange-growers. The subject 
is one in which figures are so eloquent 
that it is difficult to write thereon 
without being charged with exaggera- 
tion by those who have not investi- 
gated the facts. If the truth about 
the profits of orange growing were 
fully kuown and believed throughout 
the world, it is safe to say that there 
would be very few acres of orange land 
leftin the hands of the present holders 
by the end of this year. Let the facts 
were fully and truly set forth in Nord- 
hoff’s book, published as far back as 
1872, but since then prohibitive trans- 
portation rates and insect pests have 
cast a shadow over the industry, frem 
which it is only just emerging.

A BLOW AT PROHIBITION, 


The decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States in the lowa liquor 


case has created a sensation through- 


out the country. 

This decision, if not counteracted, 
will be fatal to prohibition. The New 
York Evening Post gives the following 
editorial synopsis of and remarks upon 
this important decision: 

The vast power which is possessed by the 
Supreme Court oi the United States re- 
ceives a fresh and striking illustration in 
its decision regarding pronibitioa on Mon- 
day. After lowa enacted a prohibitory 
law a tirm of brewers iu Peoria, III., sent 
some of their beer in sealed kegs and cases 
by railroad to Keokuk, where their agent, a 
non-resident, offered it for sale in the 
original packages. The liquor was seized 
by the City rahal, and the brewers 
brought suit against him, alleging that the 
seizure was unconstitutional and void, 
as in violation of the clause of the 
Federal Constitution, which gives 
Congress the exclusive right to reculate in- 
terstate commerce. The local court de- 
cided in favor of the brewers, but the Su- 
preme Court of lowa reversed its decision, 
and an appeal was then taken to the high- 
est tribuual in the country. The Supreme 
Court at Washington now overrules the 
Supreme Court of lowa, and decides that 
the transportation of liquor from one State 
to another isa matter of interstate com- 
merce which Congress alone can regulate, 
and that the right of transportation of an 
article of commerce from one State to an- 
other includes by necessary implication 
the right of the consignee to sell it 
in unbroken packages at the place 
where the tranportation terminates. The 
decision was concurred in by six judges, the 
other three dissenting, and it carries the 
weight of authority, as well as of numbers, 
inasmuch as the m:jority-includes Justice 
Miller, the generally-recognized leader of 
the bench, as well as Justices Bradley and 
Fieid, and the Chief Justice, while the dis- 
senters4are Justices Gray, Harlan ani 
Brewer. It will be observed that the Ke- 
ublican Judges were evenly divided, three 
or and three against the position taken, 
while the three mocrats stood together. 
It is also worthy of note that the Iowa mem- 
ber of the court, Justice Miller, decides 
“ane the claim of his State. 

his decision virtually breaks down pro- 
hibition by State law. o matter how rig- 
orous a law lowa may enact against the 
sale of. liquor, Lilinois brewers can send 
beer into the State and sell it, and in like 
manner Boston liquor dealers can defy the 
Maine law by importing their wares into 
Neal Dow’s city. The only condition is 
that the “original package’’ must not be 
broken before the sale; but as this pack ge 
may be a keg, a bottie or a flask—any re- 
ceptacie, so long as it is sealed—there is 
— no restriction upon the traffic. 
vreover, it would appear as though 
the decision were almost as fatal to li- 
cense as to prohibition, for the dissenting 
=, delivered by Justice Gray, says: 
It the statutes of a State, restricting or 
prohibiting the sale of intoxicating liquors 
within its territory, are to be held inopera- 
tive and void as applied to liquors sent or 
brought from another State and sold by the 
importer in what are called original pack- 
ages, the consequence must be that an in- 
habitant of any State may, under the pre- 
text of interstate commerce, and without 
license or supervision of any public author- 
ity, carry or sead into and sell in any or all 
of the other States of the Union intoxi- 
cating liquors of whatever description, in

Tue New York Sun recently pub- 
lished a very silly editorial, ridiculing 
the journey made by Albert Koebele 
to Australia, in search of an insect 
destroyer of the icerya purchasi. Weare 
surprised to find an article betraying 
such ignorance in the journal which, a 
couple of years ago, published that 
very graphic and truthful account or:

ifornia real-estate boom. The vedolia 
cardinalis is a small insect, it is true, 
but it has probably saved us a crop 
which is already worth several millions 
of dollars.

PRODUCERS AND CONSUMERS. 


The Problem of a Market for the 
_ Producer. 
VERDUGO, May 9.—[fo the Editor 
of Tux Times.] The subject of an 
open market-house, where the pro- 
ducer and consumer can be brought 
together, without the intervention of 
the middleman, as suggested in THE 
TIMES, is one of great importance, not 
only tothe farmer, but to every one 
interested inthe welfare of our sec- 
tion. Asa rule, our farmers have 
learned, through experience, many of 
the valuable lessons necessary to suc- 
cess, and they now produce success- 
fully the fruits and. other products 
best adapted to their different locali- 
ties, but they are not always fortu- 
nate enough to find a ready market at 
afair price, although the consumer 
may pay a good stiff price for what he 
uses. Either the profits of the ‘‘mid- 
dieman” are out of proportion to the 
value of his services, or there is not 
enough in the business of producing 
the necessities of life to pay both the 
farmer and the broker, ana in either 
case some change of existing condi- 
tioms is necessary. If farmers would 
combine and man their own busi- 
ness, instead of t * it to men 
whose interests are not identical with 
theirs, they could do much toward im- 
proving their condition, and in such 
combination will be found the key 
to ultimate success, but in the 
mean time, an } 
where the farmer can sell his 
without paying an unreasona- 
le license fee, mes a necessity, 
and should be provided at once. The

s $l per month. The osivilege of sell- 
ing produce other than fruit, costs 85 
per month. For a professional pod-

EIGHT-HOUR AGITATION. 


Chicago Carpenters Still Far from 
Securing the Prize. 

Cnicaco, May 10.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The old Master Carpen- 
ter’s Association, which refused to take 
part in the arbitration proceedings 
with the striking carpenters, is making 
a strong fight to secure men. It 
is forming a union of non-union 
men in opposition to the regular 
union, and has agents at various 
points in this country, endeavoring to 
get men. The Carpenters’ Council has 
secured the presence here of a Govern- 
ment agent to look out for Cana- 
dian carpenters imported under con- 
tract, and have pickets out watching all 
contracts in the hands of the old as- 
sociation. The new bosses association 
is receiving daily accessions to its 
ranks and neariy all the union car- 
penters are at work. . 

The old masters“ association is 
making a stroug fight on the new 
bosses, having made arrangements 
witb dealers in lumber and other, sup- 
plies by which the new bosses cannot se- 
cure material except forcash, while the 
old masters get thirty to sixty days’ 
time. This will cripple many of the 
small bosses seriously. The old asso- 
ciation has also decided to bid for all 
contracts in competition with the new 
bosses at prices which will allow 
little or no profit. Union carpenters 
will rely chiefly upon their 
ability to call out other building trades 
from jobs where non-union men are 
employed and upon keeping carpenters 
from accepting service under the old 
bosses. In view of all these things it 
wotild seem that the eight-hour fight 
is only just begun in this city.

Germany’s New Age of Reform @ 
Like the Bismarck Era. 


‘Why Emin Pasha Came to Abandon 
His English Supporters. 


Bismarck Expects to be Summoned 
to Office Again—How King 
Malletoa Signed the 
Treaty at Samoa.

~B&RLIN; May 10.— [Copyright, 1890, 
by the New York Associated Press.] 
The Reichstag begins active labors on 
Monday. It has only six weeks’ work 
before the close of the session, which 
has been fixed for June 20th. Not 
much will be heard except measures 
for the benefit of workmen before 
adjournment. Since the labor protec- 
tion bill was issued on Wedneday 
a scrutiny of the measure reveals a 
number of riders to the main proposals 
tending to make illusory some of the 
best provisions of the measure, giving 
employers the means of evading them. 
Thus under special circumstances em- 
loyers can authorized to 
reak the rule limiting the work 
of children under 13 years Ww 
six hours, and youths under 16 to ten 
hours. The bill mentions spinning 
factories and similar occupations, 
where exceptions may be granted. An- 
other clause transters the direct re- 
sponsibility fora breach of the laws 
from employers to managers or fore- 
men, thus opening the way for eva- 


swerabiq, instead ot principals, 

The 1 gathers force, the 
Socialists declaring that the supposed 
new era of labor reforms differs little 
fromthe Bismarckian era, and that 
the bill will be a deception, unless 
much modified. 

This spirit of opposition promises a 
sequence of irritating debates before 
the house can dispose of the labor bill. 

ANOTHER LABOR CONFERENCE. 
Another labor conference baving in- 
fluences in molding the final form of 
the bi!l will be held here. The Em- 
peror intends to summon delegates 
from every trade in Germany to dis- 
cuss trade questions and proposes to es- 
tablish a special permanent operatives’ 
council, under the presidency of the 
Minister of Commerce. Members of 
the council will be elected delegates to 
the conference. The project is obvi- 
ously in the same line as the labor 
scheme aiming to give imperial control 
of the workingmen with purchase power 
over the salaried leaders. Socialists 
like Vollmar, Liebknecht and Bebel, 
who are impregnable to money consid- 
erations will resent the Emperor’s 
offers. 

EMIN’S CHANGE OF BASE. 

A white book of East Africa was 
issued today. It gives a dispatch from 
Maj. Wissmann, stating that Emin 
Pasha strongly desired to place his 
experience at the disposal of the Ger- 
man service and begged that his offer 
placed before the Emperor 
an Bismarck. Bismarck replied: 
**Emin’s offer is welcome.“ Wissmann 
thereupon arranged the existing en- 
gagement with Emin, who, from his 
firat contact with Wissmann, had been

WASHINGTON (D. C.), May 10.—[By 
the Associated Press.] Senate.—The 
House amendment to the Senate bill 
to increase the limit of cost fora 
public building at Sacramento, Cal., 
was concurred in.

Mr. Hale’s dmendment providing 
that no alcoholic liquors, beer or wine 
shall be sold or supplied to enlisted 
men in any canteen or building in 
garrison or military post, was agreed 
to—yeas, 30; nays, 13.

WASHINGTON, May 5.— [Special Cor- 
respondenve of THe Times.]

she bas a new talent, that of painting, 
and Washington artists tell me that 
her work is very creditable indeed. 
She has picked up all she knows her- 
self, and witbout a lesson she has 
painted a half dozea pictures, all of 
which are of more than ordinary merit. 

Some of 
them are country scenes, and the air, 
the sky, the fields and the log cabin 
carry one back to Lotta’s early days in 
California, and the scenes look as real 
as though they were painted out of 
doors. In portraits, also, she is doing 
very well, and I took a sketch of a

Lotta's 
painted Topsy is as black as ebony, 
and she has as bright. dancing, mis- 
chievous eyes as those possessed by 
the character made famous in Uncle 
Tom's Cabin.“ The figure has real 
life, and it glows upon the canvas 
with all the vivacity of Lotta upon the 
stage. 

Lotta had expected to have rested 
this winterand to have gone muchinto 
Washington society. She is one of the 
few actresses who can afford to take 
vacations, and she is by all odds the 
richest actress in America. She is 
said to be worth at least one million, 
and her mother is ong of the shrewdest 
financiers, and Lotta says one of the 
best managers of America. It was 
through her that the Park Thea- 


ter in Boston was bought, and 
the International Hotel in con- 
nection with it. For this Lotta 


aid $350,000 in cash, and she paid 

5,000 additional for the furniture 
which it contained. She has invest- 
ments scattered all over the United 
States, and she told me that she and 
her mother had lately planted some 
money in Kansas City which she hoped 
would grow into a good harvest. She 
has investments in California, is said 
to have $100,000 in New York property, 
and she has $400,000 in United States 
bonds laid aside in case of a panic. 
Her mother manages all money mat- 
ters for her. and she defers tu her in 
everything. Sheis here with her this 
winter, and she has taken such good 
care of her that Lotta will be able to 
return to the stage next fall. ‘ 

When I called upon Lotta last night at 
ber home on Fourteenth street, above 
Newspaper Row, I found that she had 
discarded her crutches, Her eyes 
were as bright as they have ever been 
upon the stage, her skin was as fresh 
and clear as that of a baby’s and her 
plump, round form accorded with the 
statement that she made to me that 
she was in perfect health, and that 
she weighed 125 pounds. Strange 
enough, the conversation first turned 
to money-making and acting, and I 
asked Lotta the secret cf her financial 
success. She replied; 

»I owe nearly everything to my 
mother and I really know very little 
about our money matters, but I think 
one reason for our prosperity has been 
in the fact that we have not been ex- 
travagant. We do not care to pay 
anything for pure show, and when we 
are making wu tour we do not take all 
of the best rooms on the ground floor 
of every hotel we stop at, ride outina 
coach-und-four nor give great dinners. 
I do not wish to make a splurge, and 1 
prefer quiet rooms bigher up, where 
we do not attract so much attention 
and have more rest. Besides, the 
profits of my acting have been well in- 
vested, and my mother is a shrewd 
business woman. The trouble with 
many actresses is that they spend as 
much as they make, and never learn 
the philosophy of interest and accumu- 
lation.

$30,000 IN A SKIRT. 

The wives of counterfeiters are 
most frequently used as the passers of 
the money, and there are few women 
who possess the requisite skill to en- 
grave a counterfeit bill. They are 
very cunning, however, in passing 
them, and they are less suspected than 
the men. It was on this account that 
Russo, the great Italian counterfeiter 
whois now awaiting trial, tried to 
force his wife to put his counterfeit 
silver certificates on the market. He 
bad 30.000 of these certificates, which 
he made in Paris, and he had been in 
prison a number of times before for 
counterfeiting. His wife had helped 
him pass his counterfeit money, and 
she was with him when they left this 
country and started for London to get 
up the stuff for a new raid upon 
the public.

After they had engraved the 
plates and struck off 830.000 they 
started for America. Mrs. Russo was 
afraid to carry the money, but Russo 
said he would murder herif she did 
not, so she made a gingham skirt 
fitted with pockets and in this she 
stuffed away the money and carried it 
to London. Sbe was badly frightened 
by meeting so many customs oflicers 
and when she gotto London she re- 
fused to go any turther. The en- 

aver then advised Russo to kill her, 

ut Russo chloroformed her one 
night when she was asleep and 
robbed her of all her 
and jewelry. He and the engraver 
then sailed for the United States, 
leaving her a pauper in London. In 
some way or other Mrs. Russo got 
enough money to come to America. 
She looked up her husband and threat- 
ened to expose him unless she was 
taken into the gang and given a share 
In company with 
Russo she then began to put out the 
„queer.“ New York city was soon 
flooded with it, and they passed bills 
at 13 stores in one day. They were 
shadowed, however, by the secret ser- 
vice detectives, were followed home 
and arrested. A number of counter- 
feita were tound upon them, and upon 
trial they pleaded guilty. Russo was 
given 12 years and his wife four 
eurs, and an attempt is now 
‘Toles made fora new trial on account 
of Russo’s simple-mindedness and poor 
health. The detectives of the treas- 
ury say that this is all a sham, and 
they state that Russo is one of the 
sharpest counterfeiters in the country, 
und that his wife is not far behind 
him. Both Russo and his wife are 
Italians, aud Italians are the most cun- 
ning counterfeiteys among the foreign- 
pure engaged in the business in 
the United States... During the past 
year 165 foreigners were arrested for

NELSON DRIGGS’S WIFE. 

One of the most dangerous counter- 
feiters pow under arrest is Nelson 
Driggs, and his wife bas been impli- 
cated in his crimes. He has altogether 

ut about quarter of a million of dol- 

ars into circulation, and he bas a his- 
tory that reads likearomance. He 
began his work as far back as 1845, 
when he had alittle variety store in 
an Ohio village, and there put out bad 
bank’ notes until he was ferced to 
leave. In 1853 he was arrested in 
Chicago with 330,000 worth of State 
bank notes on his person, and was sent 
to the penitentiary on a sentence for 
10 years. He was pardoned after a 
time, and ahortly after he got out he 
began to counterfeit again, and was 
sent to prison for counterfeiting in 
Minnesota and Iowa. He reduced his 
term by good behavior, and as soon as 
he got out began the old business and 
was caught in IIlinois. At the time he 
was captured $100,000 in counterfeit 
money was found buried in the woods 
near the place where he was taken, 
and his wife was with bim. She was 
arrested as his accomplice, and it ap- 
pears the two fell in love with each 
other when in jail at Cincinnati. They 
got married as soon as they were re- 
leased, and she was a valuable assis- 
tant to her loving husband. She will 
probably go the penitentiary with him 
after the trial has come off. 

THE KING OF COUNTERFEITERS AND 

MIS QUEEN. 

In the annals of treasury crime there 
is no more noted counterfeiter than 
Pete McCartney, and, like Driggs, his 
wife has been his chief assistant. His 
last arrest was for raising one-doliar 
bills to fifties. He took the 50“ figures 
from a tobacco stamp and by pasting 
these over the ‘‘ones’’ was able to make 
them look for all the world like 50-dol- 
lar bills. Ile passed a number of these 
and he also raised two-dollar bills to 
twenties. He has been a counterfeiter 
all his life, and ho has had a career 
which would make a dozen dime nov- 
els. Hie has reformed a number of 
times, and his wife, who was engaged 
with him in counterfeiting for a long 
time, pleaded with him to give up the 
business. He would not do so, how- 
evef, and she went in with him. It 
was through her that he often escaped 
from prison. In 1866 when he was in 
jail at Springfield, III., she appeared 
on the scene with $2000 in her pocket. 
A week later McCartuey’s cell door was 
found open, and both he and his wife 
had disappeared. It was supposed 
that the Sheriff had been bribed. After 
this McCartney became a photogra- 
pher, and later on * d a livery- 
siable at Mattoon, III. One day a 
secret service agent came to hire a 
team, and McCartney recognized him. 
He made some excuse, aud taking all the 
money from the cash drawer, skipped 
out of the back door of his livery 
stable and escaped. At another time 
he was running a counterfeit work- 
shop in an old log cabin in the little 
town of Osgood, Ind., and Mrs. Me- 
Cartney was helping him. There were 
two other women connected with the 
gang, and among its members were 
Fred Biebusch, a German capitalist of 
St. Louis, and an old man named Levi 
and his son. These two latter were 
determined counterfeiters, and the 
whole Levi family engaged in counter- 
feiting. When the old man died one 
of the girls presided over the ostablish- 
ment. She was robust and handsome, 
and a daring manipulator of bogus 
money. She was very lady-like, I am 
told, and her bright blue eyes gave uo 
evidence of the secrets which she 
carried. With this gang Pete Me- 
Cartney and his wife stayed for some 
time, and in 1870 he was arrested with 
a great lot of bogus money on his per- 
son. Heescaped again, and shortly 
after this he was again arrested aud 
taken into the same Springfleld jail 
from which he had escaped. While he 
was hore one of the chief detectives of 
the secret service called upon him and 
had an interview with him. During 
the interview McCartney said: fi 

“You don’t intend to leave me here, 
do you?“ 

Ves, I do,“ said the detective. 

„Well.“ replied McCartney, ‘I can 
getout of here easy enough. I have 
done it before, and can do it again.“ 


Weapons of counterfeiters. 


Atthis the detective laughed, but 
McCartney inquired his hotel and 
room, and said he would return tho 
call that evening. At 10 o’clock that 
night the detective, it is said, heard a 
quiet rap at the door. Come in,“ he 
called, and McCartney entered. The 
detective sprang to his feet and cov- 
ered bis visitor with his revolver, but 
McCartney quietly said: “I merely 
called topay my respects, and I am 
going buck. You do not need to shoot 
mo.“ The greatest caution had to be 
exercised in the care of McCartney at 
this time, and he was usually searched 
after his wife had paid him a 
visit. At one time after she left 
a small bar of lead was found 
upon him, and be would prob- 
ably have escaped had this not been 
discovered. One of his former escapes 
he had made by means of the tinfoil 
which was wrapped around his chew- 
ing tobacco. He had pressed it into 
shape, and in some way had managed 
to get out by means of it. At another 
time he disguised himself as an old 
man, and a third time he escaped 
while in the keeping of two 
United States marsbals. A reward of 
half a million dollars was once 
offered for him, but he was not found, 
and when he was arrested six months 
later this reward had been withdrawn, 
and only $1000 was standing. McCart- 
ney paid his captors $2500 to get off, 
and thus obtained his freedom. He 
was captured in Indiana some years 
ago and putin the penitentiary, and it 
was bere that he had to serve out his 
sentence. His term was 15 years, 
but he got something off for good be- 
bavior, During his imprisonment he 
offered the Marshal $1700 for a steel 
saw, but the official was honest and 
would not give it to him. McCartney 
at one time lectured on counterfeiting 


and he acted the part of the reformed 
counterfeiter. He announced that he 


; ned his trade and was 
ia good boy for the rest of 


bills to the peo bought his tick- 
ets, however, and supplied other 
counterfeiters with plates which he 
engraved on the sly. © was a man of 
wonderful parte, and during his life 
ac as an artist, a miner, a livery- 
stable keeper, practised medicine and 
acted as a commercial traveler. 
A FAMILY OF COUNTERFEITERS. 

He came of a family of counterfeit- 
ers, and his brother-in-law, Miles 
Ogle, was a noted counterfeiter. His 
grandfather, father and brother had 
all been engaged in counterfeiting, 
and his first experiments were as a bo 
in changing one-dollar bills into tens. 
He was connected with another noted 
counterfeiter named Ben Boyd, and 
he had a number of women ac- 

uaintances who were  counter- 
feiters. Among these were the 


Ackerman girls, Martha Ann and 
Almiranda. Mrs. Ackerman was the 
widow of a German counterfelter and 
ber daughters were both bright and 
skillfui, and Martha Ann had been 
engaged in printing counterfeit bills in 
her father’s house when she was only 
11 years of age. McCartnoy fell in 
love with Martha Ann and married 
ber, and it was this same girl who so 
often aided him in his escapes above 
mentioned. His mother-in-law mur- 
ried again and ber new husband was a 
counterfeiter. The result was that all 
of bis family connections were profes- 
sionals. Almiranda Ackerman, who 
had also been engaged in the business, 
married Ben Boyd, and she was con- 
nected with him and his interesting 
career. It was from Ben Boyd that 
McCartney learned how to engrave, 
and he was apprenticed to him asa 
boy. Ben Boyd was associated with 
him in most of his schemes, and the 
two sisters who helped their father aud 
mother in their counterfeiting schemes 
worked together in aiding their hus- 
bands. 
POINTS ABOUT COUNTERFEITING. 

The making of counterfeit money re- 
quires a number of processes and the 
women connected with the families 
have much to do with counterfeiting 
the queer“ for the market. The 
money is not as a rule passed out just 
as it comes from the press. It is de- 
sirable to make the bills look old and 
to give them the — of having 
been handied. They are sometimes 
dipped in weak coffee to give them a 
brownish tint. Oil mixed with dirt is 
used to produce the effect of finger 
marks, and the bills are rubbed this 
way and that until they are soft and 
lose their rustling nature. Itis a great 
deal easier to pass an old counterfeit 
bill than anew one, and the work of 
making the bills is no light matter. 
One of the secret service 
cials tells me that it takes 
eight months to get up a counterfeit 
note that will have any chance of pass- 
ing. The engraving must be done by 
an expert, and a good counterfeit plate 

ill sell to the shovers of the queer for 

undreds of dollars. I looked over the 
scrapbooks of noted counterfeiters to- 
day, and I was shown rome Shi the 
authors of which have neve u dis- 
covered. One of the best counterfeits 
in existence is a $20 greenback, and it 
isnot known whether it was made by 
a man or a woman. It is not en- 
graved, but is drawn entirely with a 
pen. Every line and dot, with 
all the shades of n. black 
and red of the regular $20 bill 
are seen upon it, and the Treasury 
Department has been searching for 
years for its maker. It often goes 
— 4 many hands before it is de- 
tected, and, whether it is made by 
male or female, it is certainly a work 
of fine art. Another family of coun- 
terfeiters is the Johnson family, two 
brothers of which are serving their 
terms in the penitentiary. The women 
were suspected, but escaped through a 
technicality. They were engaged with 
their brothers in. getting up the $5 
silver certificate plate. This was a 
fine specimen of engraving, and its 
bills were first discovered in Circula- 
tion in Detroit. . 

SHOVERS OF BOGUS SILVER. 

The rogues’ gailery has a number 
of faces of women who have been ar- 
rested for shoving bogus silver dollars. 
One of the most striking of these is 
Anne Kelly, whose face shows that a 
nip of flesh has been taken out of her 
nose, the work of her counterfeiting 
husband during a fracas over the 
spoils. Anne Kelly was only 28 years 
old when she was arrested in 1887, and 
she is now serving a four years’ sen- 
tence in the Monroe County Jail. She 
had been making silver dollars, and 
when arrested she had some counter- 


feits in her pocket and a num- 
ber of bogus dollars were 
found in ber house. One hun- 


dred and thirteen bad dollars were 
hidden away in a bureau drawer, and 
these were in an unfinished condition. 
All the toels of counterfeiting were 
found in her rooms, and it seems that 
she was both making the money and 
passing it. The usual method is that 
the counterfeiters do not pass their 
own product. They sell the stuff to 
others, who pay about 25 cents 
on the dollar for it. Great quantities 
of these bogus dollars are captured by 
the Treasury Department, and though 
in some few cases valuable metals are 
used, as a rule the counterfeits are 
made up of the poorest stuff and the 
mixture is not worth the trouble of as- 
saying. Antimony, block tin, pulverized 
glass and sheet silver are the principal 
elements of a counterfeit dollar, and 
the greater part of those struck off dre 
made from molds taken from a genuine 
dollar in plaster of paris. The millfng 
is the most difficult process and it is 
very rarely that a counterfeit dollar 
has milled edges free from flaws. 
Some silver is always used, and the 
way is to take sheet silver and plate 
the coins. Silver-plated spoons are 
often used, and tho silver from these is 
taken off by an electric battery, and by 
meaus of electricity is placed upon the 
coin. The base metal of the spoons is 
then used as u part of the material for 
other coins, aud the cost of making 
these bogus dollars is practically noth- 
ing 
feited a number of times, and oue.of 
the leading passers was Mrs. Annie 
McCormick, who bas served ber term 
in the penitentiary and is now at 
liberty. Her husband was a noted 


countorfeiter, and he is still in jau.

am told that only one bogus twenty- 
dollar gold piece has ever been discov- 
ered, aud this bears the date of 1850. 
In this case a genuine double 
Cagle was split in two, and as much 
gold as possible was scooped out of 
the inside of it. Other metal was 
then put in to make up the weight and 
the coin was then put together again. 
It was a filled coin rather than 4 
counterfeit and was actually worth 
Several $10 gold 
pieces Lave been “counterfeited, and 
the most dangerous is that of 1547. 
The first $5 gold piece was issued in 
1850, and about twenty-two other 
issues have appeared since then. 

The most skillful counterfeits in 
gold that were ever made are dated 
1882. The Chinese are adepts at filling 
gold coin, and they will take a thou- 
sand silver dollars and get a grain or 
80 out of each one and think they are 
making money by passing them again. 
Women have little to do in the filling 
of coin, and such filled coins as are in 
circulation are made by men. 

WOMEN AS DETECTIVES. 

The Secret Service Department of 
the Treasury has frequently to use 
women as detectives or assistants to 
other detectives. Many of the counter- 
feits are detected right here in the 
Treasury Department, and the lady 
counters of the treasury surpass the 
bank cashiers in their delicacy of touch 
and the accuracy with which they pass 
upon the genuineness of a bill. All 
bank notes are strained through the 
tellers and cashiers of the vari- 
ous banks before -they come 
here, and these girls pass upon the 
strainings. They note to an atom 
just hew the paper on which the bank 
notes are printed should feel, and I 
have heard it said that there is one 
girl in the treasury who once detected 
a counterfeit in the middle of a pile of 
money six inches thick by merely see- 
ing the thin edge of it. his may not 

true, but equally wonderful 
things happen in this big money 
mill * day. These counters 
get only $75 a ‘month, and many 
of them save the Government 
more than that in the counterfeits 
which they detect in a week. Women 
have to do with destroying the bad 
bills, and all counterfeits which once 
get into the treasury never get out 
again. The letters Bad“ are punched 
into them by a patent punching ma- 
chine, over which a woman presides, 
and the American female thus acts 
here asthe goddess of justice as she 
dves outside among these gangs of 
thieves as the goddess of vice.

They pro at some future 
meeting of the City Council to present 
a petition for similar privileges as that 
granted to Theodore Zeigler, who has 
broken the ice for them. Great is 
Zeigler; greater are our heroic council- 
ors, who have braved the storm of the 
hard-hearted and uncharitable rabble 
who were mean enough to raise 
protests and remonstrances to an act 
of benevolence. Let the ladies sniff 
the sweet odors of tobacco and trample 
on peanut refuse as they wend their 
way to and from the Public Library. 
What do the municipal philanthropists 
care for them? They are not bur- 
dened with blind unfortunates like 
Zeigler. Already the good acts of our 
City Council are beginning to bear 
fruit. Several strange deaf mutes and 
blind persons have appeared on our 
streets, and‘ others have been heard 
from as preparing to come. It will 
be harder work for me, in my 
self-imposed capacity of seeking em- 
ployment for the deaf mutes here, for 
they will all say, Get us peanut and 
cigar stands in the City Hall!’ One 
wants a fruit stand, another clamors 
for a soda water stand, and still an- 
other asks for a boot-blacking stand!

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: THE NEEDED GOVERNOR. 
A Description Which Markham Filis 
[San Francisco Builetin.| 


The man who 1s wanted as Governor 
of California is one who is strong and 


skilled enough to deal with a profi- 


gate Legislature. The people are 
pretty generally settling down to the 
coviction that it is useless to expect 
the election of even a fairly decent 


-| body of law-makers. Certainjy, there 
is not much encouragement in the 


past to entertain more hopeful views, 
80 we, existing political methods 
revail. The last time the people 
aid their hands on the Legislature in 
Constitutional Convention, they put it 
in leading =e But, by judicial 
interpretation, it is recovering some 
of its lost power for evil. Perkaps the 
next time the people take hold of it 
they will wipe it out altogether. 
But so long as we have legislatures 
and they persist in their evil courses, 
no efforts gbould be spared to keep 


them in check. There is to be a Sen- 


ator of the United States chosen by 
the next Legisiature, and the contest 
that will thus be precipitated has rarely 
been known to elevate the character or 
the morals of those who are engaged 
in it. Every Legislature that has as- 
sembled in California for many years 
has, on adjournment, been pro- 
nounced worse than its predecessor. 
But though in the statement a process 
of deterioration is set forth which is 
nat thinkable, it is still not so very far 
away from the truth. 

The only power in the State that can 
curb a Legislature is that invested in 
the Governor. At the time the func- 
tions of the Legisiature were cut down, 
those of the vernor were greatly 
enlarged. He may be regarded as a 
Ceesar in a small way. He can slash 
any item that he chooses out of the 
appropriation bill. He can, if he be 
strong enough, compel the production 
of that measure before he signs the 
bill making the tax levy, so that the 
sums he cuts out can be saved to the 
taxpayers. He has 10 clear days 
after the Legislature has adjourned to 
consider the biils left over. No new 
bill can be introduced 10 days before 
the adjournment, without a vote that 
is usually impossible to get. It is the 
business of a Governor to get his party 
to stand in with him and draw a line 
between them and their political antag- 
onists. The Governor who will enter 
upon a programme of this kind will be 
reélected if he has an ambition for a 
second term. He may astend higher 
if he pleases. 

These are the qualifications which 
are wanted in the next Governor of 
California. We have had a succession 
of feeble Governors, to apply no 
harsher term to them. They have 
been like the last run of shad. It is 
impossible to distinguish them from 
the small boodlers of the Legislature. 
They have been in sharp contrast with 
some of our sturdy Governors of the 
early days, No partisan line marks off 
the latter-day weaklings, if nothing 
more rasping is said of them. They 
have belonged pretty nearly to all 
parties. California does not want any 
more of them. The party that puts 
up the right sort of a man for Gov- 
ernor will be apt to elect him without 
much regard to politics. There are 
minor questions of locality, experience 
and the like.

ENLARGING NEW YORK. 


How It Is Proposed to Make the Big 
City Bigger. 
[New York Sun.] 

The bill creating a commission to in- 
quire into the expediency of Mr. An- 

rew H. Green’s scheme for the con- 
solidation of the towns in this vicinity, 
so as to form a Greater New York, has 
passed the Assembly and is now in the 
Senate. Mr. Green’s sound theory is 
that all the municipalities about the 
port of New York should make up one 
great town, in order thatthe develop- 
ment of these water privileges should be 
more harmonious than it is now. The 
present division of authority produces 
confusion and causes much needless 
expense. This port isthe center of a 
population of about 3,500,000, and it is 
growing at the rate of something like 
one-third every ten years. The popu- 
lation of the main town is today in the 
neighborhood -of 1,600,000, Brooklyn 
contains about 850,000 people, 
Jersey City has about 150,000 in- 
habitants, and 1 Island City. 
Hoboken, Staten sland, Yonk- 
ers, and the other towns and 
villages of the vicinity are all growing 
as rapidly as western settlements which 
have most reason for boasting of their 
progress. Yet this population is 
divided up and parceled out among 
two States, four cities and six counties. 
Nowhere in the world is there a more 
naturally homogeneous community. 
It has the same interests, and is really 
one in sentiment and political aspira- 
tion. Yetit is stupidly governed by 


conflictin machines, that 
stand in the way of its healthful and 
orderly progress.

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A Fairy Tale from Acoma, 
the City in the Sky.

— 
Phe Storm-King and His Stolen 
Bride—The Fairy Corn-Sheller 
Birth of the Hero 
Twins. 


Punto or Laauna (N. M.), May 
5.—(Staff Correspondence of Tur 
Times.] For people without story- 
books—or any other kind for that mat- 
ter—the Pueblos have nevertheless a 
wonderful supply of stories, and of all 


sorts. There are witch-stories, fairy- 


glothing an 


stories, ghost-storlee, love-stories. 
legends and myths till you can’t rest 
all handed down from father to son 
through countless generations. With 
a race as careless of memory as we 
are, very little of the original story 
would be recognizable after a couple of 
generations, and you would hardly 
find two people in one generation who 
would tell it the same. But the Indian 
memory is as exact as the Indian eye, 
and these oral records go on through 
centuries with scarcely a change. The 
fact that they are told in a semi- 
metrical form of course aids to their 


unimpaired preservation; but none the. 


less, their survival is a decided testi- 
monial to the retentiveness of the 
Indian mind. 

‘I have already told you several 
legends of the Tigua Pueblos (to 
which branch my fellow-citizens of 
Isleta belong); and now present a few 
stories from the Queres towns of La- 
guna and Acoma. 

Estoa-Muts (“the Arrow Boy“) was 
once a prominent personage among the 

ueres. On coming of age he married 

hinacca,a very beautiful girl, thie 
daughter of the hot-chin (chief) of 
Acoma, and they lived very happy to- 
ther. Estoa-Muts was a famous 
unter, and his house was always well 
supplied with venison and rabbits and 
other game. One day when Estoa- 
Muts had gone to hunt his wife took 
her earthen tinaja on her head, and 
walking across the mesa to the great 
tank in the living rock went to dip- 
ing up water with her gourd dipper. 
ust as she had filled the tinaja some 
one said, ‘*Quah-tzec’’ (how do you do); 
and turning her head she saw a tall, 
handsome young hunter standing be- 
side her. He was dressed in a beauti- 
ful buckskin suit covered with silver 
buttons; and around his neck was a 
priceless string of sky-biue turquoise. 

“Come with me, pretty one,” said 
‘the stranger. 

No,“ she replied, ‘‘my husband is 
waiting for me.“ a | 

“Tsab! He has gone hunting. Come 
and be my wife, and you shall have 
everything you wish—beautiful clothes, 
and earrings, and bracelets, and neck- 
laces, and you shall never have to 
Work.“ 

Cochinacca, whose heart was good, 
still demurred; but the stranger was 
go handsome and so persuasive (for he 
had magic power) that at last she con- 
sented and they went away together, 
climbing down the lofty cliff and hast- 
ening to the north. 

Now the handsome stranger with 
whom she bad eloped was none other 
than Mast-Truun, one of the kings of 
the storm. His home was in the very 
heart of Mt. San Mateo, that noble

But most of the time he had to be 
away from home, attending to the 
storms, aud she became very lonesome, 
for there was no one to keep her com- 
pany but Mast-Truan’s wrinkled old 
One day when she could stand the 
loneliness no longer, Cochinacea de- 
cided to take a walk through the 
enormous house and look at the rooms 
which she had not seen.

But on the way to Acoma 1 
have a sister living, and you shall stay 
with her.” 

So Cocbinacca and the fairy went to 
the house of the sister. When Mast- 
Truan got home and found all his 
birds were flown, he was mad with 
rage—and particularly at the escape of 
Cochinacca. He demanded of his 
mother whathad happened, but she 
knew nothing and could not tell him— 
for sie had never left her post at the

ing, Mast-Truan snatched up a 
bolt of lightning and started out 


search of the fugitives. 


Before the fairy-woman and Cochin- 
acca reached their destination, they 
saw Mast-Truan Pm them with 
verrific strides and rapidiy overtaking 
them.

Foss’s benefit, on Friday night, 
were attended as they should have 
been, cousidering the excellence of 
the objects and programmes. At the 
former concert the St. Cecilia Club 
made its first appearance, and sang 
with great credit. Among the volun- 
teers at Prof. Foss’s benefit were 
Messrs. Wilhartitz, Modini and Misses 
M. A. Brown and McCreery.

The Soul of the True Artist 
7 in His Work. 


HIGH CLASS ART IN LOS ANGELES 


Some Recent Exhibitions—What the 
Products of Our Studios Prom- 
ise—The Ruskin Art Club 

—Art Notes. 


Art is one of the highest forms of 
poetic expression. To paint well the 
artist must feel what he paints. A 


picture worthy of a master must pos- 


sess something more than perfection of 
detail and outline; it will-embody a 
sentiment—some divine thought that 
speaks to the soul,  inspir- 
a reverent love of beau- 
ty and giving silent yet 
eloquent ‘utterance to great truths. 
Los Angeles has her artists who can 
paint a landscape correctly not only 
in detail and coloring, but which holds 
also the vaster thoughts which Nature 
embodies. At the art exhibition at 
the Pavilion during the Fiower Festi- 
val the display was one which 
had in it a strong indorsement 
of the virility of our local 
art life. Of course there were many 
different grades of excellence, some of 
which were of a high class. There 
were pictures in which we could almost 
bear the mighty leap of waters; others 
there were full of the calm, the sweet- 
ness and the beauty of the first days 
of spring; others that held the fra- 
grance of flowers, and suggested the 
melody of birds, and some which 
breathed alone of solitude and infinite 
distances. 

We see enough in the many works of 
our local artists, as we visit the differ- 
ent studios, to justify the prophecy of 
a future for art in Los Angeles. The 
dawn has come in which we see the 
promise of the full day. 

The exhibition of the Ruskin Art 
Club was well patronized, which was 
ang evidence of an existing love of, 
and appreciation for, works of genuine 
merit. Los Angeles is able to dis- 
criminate between that whichis com- 
monplace and that which is really 
meritorious. She is growing both criti- 
cal and 1 and to genuine 
art she will not withhold her patron- 
age. 


Art Notes. 
In regard to the latest appearance 
of the Royal Society of Painter Etch- 
ers, the London Globe says: 


The eighth anoual exhibit of this society 
has for its chief attraction a large collection 
of etchings by Rembrandt. The council 
having determined to include in each of 
their exhibitions a certain number of works 
by one or other of the early masters. has 
naturally begun with the greatest of them, 
and have succeeded in getting together 
more than a hundred examples of his art. 
Although—as we learn from the catalogue— 
“they have been selected, not for their 
rarity of state, but as furnishing instructive 
differences of style and technique at various 
periods of the master’s practice.” they in- 
clude good impressions of some of his finest 
and most famous plates.“ »The Presenta- 
tion in the Vauited Temple,” the large 
“Raising of Lazarus,” and the grandly 
composed and impressive Christ Healing 
the Sick,” generally known as the hundred 
guiider print, are splendid examples of his 
mature style. Among the smaller works 
are several portraits, interesting by 
reason of their N and executed with 
unsurpassable f om and precision; and 
some landscapes showing a power of con- 
veying an impression of the general aspect 
of « seene, with a few vigorous and express- 
ive lines that no other artist has possessed 
to the same extent. Although they suffer 
greatly by comparison with the Rembrandis, 
the ex»mples of modern etching are of 
at least average merit. The president, 
Mr. Seymour Haden, contributes nothing, 
but several of the younger members of the 
society are seen to greater advantage than 
in any previous display. Mr. Mortimer 
Menpes sends several very 
little studies on the lower Thames, ad- 
mir bly luminous in tone, and executed 
with freedom and unerring certainty of 
line. F. Short also shows a true sense of 
the limitations of the method in a large 
number of sea-coast views. The numerous 
figure subjects by Mr. Strang »re varied 
alike in subject and technical method. ‘The 
i: fluence of Rembrandt is clearly to be seen 
in some of them, while others, by their aus- 
terity and strength of style, forcibly recall 
the work of Prof. Legroa, They all, how- 
ever, show distinct originality as well as 
a great deal of inventive power. The 
End,” representing an aged maa startled 
at a death’s head peering through his gar- 
ret window, is an admirable work of its 
kind; so, also, in a very dissimilar way, is 
the larger composition showing a group of 
life-like provincial jurymen in theact of 
‘Taking the Oath.”” Mr. Axel Haig’s large 
architectural subjects, of which there are 
many in the collection, are marked by 
accurate draughtsminship and elaborate 
completeness of detail, but they want the 
character stic qualities that should distin- 
guish etching from other forms of art. F. 
Slocomb, Herbert Marshall, T. C. Farrer 
and C. J. Watson are represented by char- 
acteristic examples of their well-known 
styles.

LAY SERMONS. 


There were showers the other morn- 
ing. Over the brightness of blue skies 
was the cold, gray covering of cloud.

Even the birds hushed their song, and 
the life of Nature was less gay and 
cheerful than when the sun shone. 
But no one dreamed for a moment 
that the sun wasdead or that its power 
had been quenched. We knew that 
above the gray waste of cloud all the 
wide space of sky was filled with its 
unhindered light—that the glory of its 
shining was above the mist like a 
golden sea. 

And, when later in the day the 
clouds vanished, and the blue and 
boundless ether shone clear and bright 
with -scarce a white-winged cloud in 
all its airy deeps, how fresh was its 
beauty, and how we rejoiced in 
the brightness and the love- 
liness which was upfolded above our 
heads. The afternoon was rarer for 
the gloom of the morning, and it ap- 
pealed to us more forcibly than it could 
have done had it not been for its 
contrast with the rain-wet morn.
